BY ALL CLASSES OK OFFICIALS 


The President and Secretary of State 


Decidedly Anxious For Its 


Consummation. 


WABHINGTOX, January 31.—Discussion 


ot the Hawaiian question at the cabinet 
meeting today wa3 informal and there 
being nothing before the body for ita 
comeideration no action was taken. The 
matter of a reception to the ceincuhm 
era of thB provisional government of 
Hawaii concerns only the President and 
secretary of stato, with whom their busi- 
ness mnat bo transacted. 


The commissiouers of course will be 


received courteously and their proposi- 
tion listened to with sympathy, bnt any 
recommendation that may be nude then 
will be determined by its terms. Tt may 
be said that there will be no precipitate 
action upon tbe matter. 


It cannot be disposed of in a day nor a 


week. There will he no message to con- 
gress from the President until after the 
commissioners are hearC.and then only, 
it IB ammieed, in case of a favorable 
recommendation npon their proposition 
shall have been decided upon. 


There is seemingly no preparation he- 


ing made at the navy department for 
sending vessels to Honolulu to support 
the Boston. 


The statement that 900 marines will be 


sent to Honolulu oa the steamer Mari- 
' posa lacks confirmation. 


A flying squadron, consisting of the 


cruisers San Francisco, Atlanta and 
Charleston and the gunboat Yorktown 
are expected at Barbadoes in a few days 
and they can easily be reached there by 
telegraph if it ia decided to send any of 
them to Honolulu. 


It is probable, however, that no extra- 


ordinary action will ba taken until after 
a conference ie held between the Ha- 
waiian annexation commissioners now 
on thc-lr way to Washington and tho sec- 
retary of state. 


D.' TJIE SENATE. 


\YASIIIXGTON, January 31.—Chandler's 


resolution requesting the President to 
transmit to the senate any communica- 
tions he may mafcn with the provisional 
government of Hawaii was taken up, and 
Chandler proceeded to dUcuss it.

TOPEKA, January 31.—Speaker Duns- 


more of the populists house last night 
seat a letter.to Speaker Douglass of the 
Republican house, informing him that 
the Republicans had no longer any ex. 
CUBQ for staying outside tbe fold as they 
were doing, and saying they had better 
stop it. Their refusal to recognize tbe 
Populist house, he said, would confirm 
him in the belief that the railroads are 
r>nBtainin< the Republican house and 
paying expenses in the hope of prevent- 
ing an enactment of railway legislation 
to which the Populists stand committed. 


Speaker Douglass this afternoon laid 


thia communication before the Republi- 
can house, together with hie reply, in 
which 
he 
indignantly repelled the 


charges made, and suggests as the best 
mode of settlement that both sides make 
up a case to the highest court at once. 


The Populista hare not yet replied. 
Late tonight tbe Republicans were 


wrought up to a high state of excitement 
by a rumor that the Populiats will at- 
tempt tomorrow to remove them from 
tho hall by force. 


Each Republican provided himself 


with a revolver and says he will use it 
under certain circumstances. 


If the governor orders out the militia 


to remove them thoy will not resist the 
state's authority, but if the eeargent-at- 
arms of the Populist house, with his 
nnmorous deputies, tries it they will 
ofl'er armed resistance.

EARTHQUAKES. 


Many People Killed on tbe Island 


of Zaiite. 


ATHENS, January 31.—The island of 


Zante was shaken this momint; by an 
earthquake. In the town of Zante many 


BOB were wrecked, the dome ot the 


irison fell and many prisoners killed, 
he hospital was shaken partly from its 
bnndations, floors eetiled, and roofs 
sank several feet. Two hours later the 
own was shaken by repeated aho^ks. 
More houses fell and the prison becom- 
ng unsafe the prisoners were removed. 
Tho people fled from their homes, crowd- 
Ing the market place, end scores of fami- 
lies are camped in the fields. Many 
lead bodies are in the ruins, and hun- 
dreds aro severely injured.

geles has sustained severe damage from 
ho recent rain which began Thursday 
and continued until today, and phows no 
Bigus of abating. The rain is general all 
over tbe southern country. There has 
been $20,000 damage dona to streets and 
railroads. The Los Angeles river is ria- 
ng, and IB expected to rise rapidly as 
soon as tho fall comes from the mount- 
ains. Tbe rainfall for the pant twflnty- 
our houra has been 3.20 inches. Total 
for the season, 15-04 inches.

PARIS, Ter., February 1.—Henry 


Smith, the negro rftviaher of -1-year-old 
Myrtle Vance, Ima expUted in part hi} 
awful crime by death at the stake. 


Ever since the perpetration of the 


crime thia city and the entire sur- 
rounding country baa been in a wild 
frenzy of excitement, and when tbe 
news came last night that he bad been 
captured at Hope, Ark., and identified, 
tho city wont wild with joy over the ap- 
prehension of the bruU, 


Hundreds o! people poured into the 


city from tho adjoining country and 
word waa passed from lip to lip that tho 
punishment ot the ftoad should be death 
by firo. 


Whisky shopa were clcsed, unruly 


mobs were diaparsad, schools dismissed 
by proclamation from the mayor, and 
everything was dono iu R biiS!ne?B-lik8 
manner. 


The law was laid aside and the citi- 


zens took into their own hands the in- 
human beast aud 


BUKNKD HIM AT Til E BTAKIC. 


The history of hia crime is atijfollo1 


On Thursday last Smith picked up little 


Myrtle Vance, aged -I years, near her 
father's—Policeman Henry Vance—raal- 
donee, and carrying her to a pasture noar 
the outskirts of tho city, first viciously 
assaulted the innocent child, and after 
satisfying his fiendish passion, took one 
little limb in each hand and literally tore 
her in twain, aud covering the body 
with loaves and brush, he lay down and 
slept calmly through tuo night hy the 
side of the victim. 


Friday inomiuR Smith left town. 
Tho child's remaiua were found Fri- 


day afternoon, and when nawa of the 
atrocious crime spread the whole town 
turned out in the chase. 


Tho railroads put up bulltitine offering 


free transportation. They halted in mi 
open prairie about !iOO yards from the 
XOXBB & Pacific depot. Here Smith was 
placed npon a scaffold, securely bound 
within view of all beholders. He waa 


TORTURED FOE FIFTY MINCTKS 


by redhot iron brands thrust against bis 
quivering body. 


Commencing at his feet, brands were 


placed against him inch by inch until 
they wore thrust against his facn. 


Then kerosene was ponred upon him, 


cotton eeed bolls placed beneath him and 
set on fire, aud in less time than it takes 
to relate it the tortured man was burned 
to a crisp, and in a little while theieaftei 
nothing w&s left of the whole funeral pile 
but pieces of charcoal which before night- 
fall were carried away by curiosity seek- 
ers. 


It io stated that Smith's motive for the 


crime was that when drunk and dis- 
orderly once he wag arrested by Officer 
Vance who was compelled to use a clnb 
on him. For this the negro swore vea- 


ucd and several times 
assaulted 


Vance. Tho climax of bin flondishneas 
came Thursday when he

ror which he has paid the last penalty. 


Vance is prostrated with grief aud hia 


wife lies at death's door from nervous 
prostration. 


"Words to describe the awful torture 


inflicted upon Smith cannot be found. 
The negro, for a long time after starting 
on the journey to Paris, did not realize 
his plight. When bo was told that he 
must die a moat awful death by tho 
slowest torture that human mind could 
conceive, he begged for protection. 
Ho 


was willing to ho shot and wanted Mar- 
shal Shanklin of Paris to do it, hut waa 
;o!d he would be burned to death. 


His agony was awful. He writhed and 


pleaded in mental and bodily pain in an- 
:icipation. 


Scarcely had the train reached Paris 


than 


THE TORTURE COMMENCED. 


His clothes Whre torn off by peace- 


meal and scattered in the crowd. 


The child's father, her brother and 


two uncles gathered about tbe negro as 
tie was fastened to the torture platform 
and thrust hot irons into his quivering 
" )ah. 


Every groan from the wretch, every 


contortion of his body was cheered bj 
the thickly packed crowd of 10,000 pao- 
plp. 


The mass of beings was 600 yards in 


diameter, the scaffold being in the cen- 
ter. 


After burning his feet and lens hot 


roni were rolled up and do\va Smith's 
Rtnmach,' back and arms, then his ey'eo 
were burned out and

The men of the Vance family having 


wreaked thoir vengeance the crowd 
piled all kinds, of combustible stuff 
irouud the scaffold, poured oil on it and 
sot it afire. 


The negro rolled and wriggled and 


.osaed out of the bnrning mana, only to 
ie pushed luck by the people nearest 
him. 


He tossed ont again and was rolled 


and pulled back. 


Hundreds cf people turned away, but 


a majority of the vast crowd looked 
ittlmly on. 


News of the burning went over the 


country like wildfire, and at every coun- 
try town anvils boomed forth Its an- 
nouncement.

Mrs. Bentley several times said, '1 don't 
want the medicine; you are trying to kill 
me, Bentley." Witness said he torn her 
to tell Mrs. Bentley that the medicine 
was prescribed by B doctor.

the Bering sea arbitrators.

should remain in t!m department until 
the close of hm terra of office. 
He will,

TALKS FROM TilE SIIOL'LDEH. 


WASHINGTON, February 1. — Benator 


Frye of Maine, a leading member of the 
committee on foreign affaire, Ins taken 
an active interest iu all matters relating 
to the omtrol of outlvinK btanda in the 
Pacific ocean, said today:

now HE DIED, 


Elaine's death at Inst came painlessly 


and quietly, bat not without premo- 
nition. 


The approaching death waa made evi- 


dent to the family (ally two hours before 
it actually occurred. It was between S 
and 9 o'clock this moraine when the 
first dangerous symptoms were observed. 
Both his physicians wero telephoned 
f or and arrived within a few minutes of 
each, other. 


The powarfiil heart stimulant (nitro 


glycerine) which several times before 
brought the patient out of the dark val- 
ley of death waa powerless now. 


Dr. Hyatt at 9.SO cama oat andjeaid to 


the group of waiting newspaper men, 
that ho feared tha end was ut hand. In 
the meantime all the family were sum- 
moned to the death chamber, Mrs. 
Elaine, Hattie Elaine, Mrs. Damrosch, 
James G. Blaiao and Mfcg Dodgo (Gail 
Hamilton). In silence and toarfnl sor- 
row they witnossad the closing scenea. 
The patient lay en quietly that even the 
doctors wore hardly sola to say when ha 
died. No word of consciouauees, no look 
of reco2nition passed. 


At 10.-15 he lay eo still that the win- 


dow shade.? were raised to give more 
light to enable the physicians to deter- 
mine if life still remained. Fifteen min- 
utes later thoy pronounced him dead. 


PHESIDENT HARRISON'S CONDOLENCE. 
The news inetumiy flashed all over the 


world. Young Blaine waa in the act of 
writing a note to President Harrison to 
inform him of the event when the Presi- 
dent himself arrived accompanied by hia 
private" secretary and Secretary of State 
Foster. 
All the rest of the cabinet 


quickly followed, and tho excitement 
throughout che city bacame general as 
tho news spread. 


A public funeral was augmented, bat 


the wishes of the family prevailed and 
the ceremonies will ha of a private na- 
ture. They will he held at the Presbyte- 
rian Church of the Covenant, where Dr. 
Hamlin, who officiated at the funeral of 
Mra. Harriaon and her father, will con- 
duct the services. 


The remains will be laid to rest in the 


beautiful Oak Hill cemetary, in George- 
town, which now forma R part of WKSh- 
ingtou {Jity, by the aide of hia favorite 
sou, Walker Blame, and daughter, Mrs. 
Coppinger.

HOW THE SEWS WAS RECEIVED IS WASH-

The news of Biaine'a death spread 


through the departments with startling 
rapidity, while ic created a profound feel- 
ing. 


In the state department, where there 


waa hardly an official or employe who 
waa not a paraoaat ac-maintAuce of the 
dead mail, there was Aniline Borrow al- 
though tbs event had boon daily ex- 
pected and every one in a measure waa 
prepared for the reception of the sad 
news. 


It is a noticeable fact as indicating ths 


character of the man who for two terms 
held the highest po-itioa in the cabinet, 
he never again passed under the portals 
of the state department after tho day of 
Bis resignation. 


President H&rriSDn Bnid that the news 


•of Blame's death made a_vt*ry profound 
impresgion upon him. While recogniz- 
ing the fact that ultimate recovery was 
improbable he WAS still wholly unpre- 
pared for it and the announcement was 
s (rroat shock to him. 


He felt unable under the circumstances 


to enter upon tbts consideration of public 
business with lumbers of his cabinet, 
and theraforn, after expressing regret 
and sorrow at tiie loss sustained by thsm- 
aelves and the cruatry, in honor of 
Elaine's death the meeting of the cabinet 
adjourned. 


. SECR3TARV FOSTER'S TRIBUTE. 


The associates of Blaine read the fol- 


lowing tributes of affliction aud esteem to 
hia memory, Secretary of. State Foster 
said: 


"In diplomacy hia chief characteristic 


waa his exalted Americanism. Lie was

that ho mastered Cnshing's parliamen- 
tary rules in one night in liia college 
days, and won a youthful victory in 
school politics the next day thereby. 
And in this chance remark to a friend he 
revealed tho purpose of political mastery 
which hud seized him. Ho was quiet in 
the houso until he had mastered ns per- 
fectly as the rule of three those methods 
of procedure which govern it. 
And 


when this was his possession, he bflgan 
to assert himself. 
That was exactly 


what one young Democratic member 
was doing, Mr. Randall, and herein lay 
in no email degree the secret of the 
power which these two men gained on 
their respective sides of the aiele. 


Blainc,'. Quick Perception. 


He ehowed courage, however, once or 


twice in that first term. He even dared 
to confront Thad Stevens, who had ruled 
lus party in the house with autocratic 
and dogmatic assertion. The gaunt and 
grizzly Old Commoner, amazed to find 
hii authority flispnted by a youngster, 
tried to brush Blaine off as an annoying 
but trivial incident of embarrassment, 
bnt he found his master. 
Stevens had 


introduced a bill providing for military 
governments in the sonthern states, 


lilaino, on the first readlngof this bill, 


with that intuitive perception which lit* 
possessed in a higher degree than any 
man of his day In congress, saw one 
fatal error i& the biU, 
And Oarficld 


nsed to BAT tl»t wpift be aroM to make 
bis protwi and delivered bis speech, bis 
utterance w» that of a man who had 
authority and his speech that of a mind 
which had reason. 
Blame propottd an 


amendment by which, in spite of mili- 
tary government, tk* people of these 
southern states could in time establish 
for themselves a republican form of gov- 
ernment a«ain. 
St«7«us chafed and 


ragec! and the frown npon hia brow mat!-; 
the fles-U appear like corrugated ridges, 
as Cox one* said, but he could not frown 
that congress into defeating the amend- 
ment. 


ItUIaa'i Impetuotlty. 


In the next congress, to which Blftice 


was elected by practically unanimous 
vote, he felt fully equipped for thosf- 
struggles which had the Bpeakershipand, 
beyond question, had the presidency in 
view. He had the same impetuosity in 
the hiinse, the dashing, dramatic man- 
ner which characterized Sheridan m the 
field, qualities which combined with 
courage and magnanimity are sure to 
coiuuiauil great popularity. These ve»-y 
qualities made Blaiue- recUes* in speech 
at times. He never practiced oratory as 
do those who desire to win rhetorical re- 
pute. Ho wrote few and rehearsed no 
ipbeches. He was a master of good En- 
list, a ready thinker upon Lift feet, 
although ho never spoke excepting npou 
a subject with which ho was familiar. 
He possessed a capacity for invective 
aud sarcasm, and he indulged in it, and 
thus there came about tho verbal en- 
counter with Roscoe Couklmg, which 
seems destined to be assocwttMl by tra- 
dition with the fame of both of them. 


Conklinsj had returned to congress, 


and there is little doubt that both he 
and Blaine as soon as they met measured 
each other with the eyes of rivals. 
Conkling had won a magnificent repute 
as nn orator, and by the most arduous 
toil waa cultivating it. He unquestion- 
ably aimed at pre-eminence in the partv, 


and Eliimo fell this intuitively as soon 
as his eyes fell upon t(je man. 
Jfc waa 


novitabls thp.t these two should coino 
into collision, and in the corn-go of 9omi 


iited remarks Elaine compared hiiu to 


a turkey gobbler. 
The words were uo 


sooner uttered than Blaine regretted it, 
ITU! ha ciiused an expression ot his re- 
fret to bo conveyed to Conkling. Conk- 


ing, 
ho\vevor, never mentioned Elaine's 


nnin'.s ziftenvard when he could avoid it, 
and refused mimy tenders of reconcilifi- 
iom. 


After Mr. Coupling's death his brother, 


Jolone! Frederick A. Conkling, informed 
the writer of these lines that it was H 
mistake to suppose that the reference tu 
i turkey gobbler had mortally offended 
Coupling. 
The mortal wound waa 


riven, so Colonel Colliding said, by Mr.

Jlis hair and beard, by 
an iiiLaritod tendency, were already 
showing streaks of gray, but hie com- 
pletion was ruddy, his skin as smooth 
aa a babe's, ami the mysterious and 
pleudid fascination of hia oyea seeined 
constantly to increase with poUocal 
activity. He sfcooa behind fche speaker's 
lesk a suporb 
Epecimon of manly 


treugth. It was invigoratiug to those 
n tho gallery and to tliofic upon tlin floor 
o look at him. His eyes saemed to be 
iverywhere. lie bad mssto^ed the con- 
Tision of sounds which prevail in that 
urbulent body, as the head machinist is 
uaster of th« distraction of a great 
oundry or manufactory, so that ho 
sonid detect instantly that which was 
elevaut and of importance and thnt 
•hich was of no consequence. 
Ho held thtifc f^roat and noble body aa 


absolutely at his command as though it 
vere a family or a tribe of which ho waa 
he chief. He dispatched business with 
-elerity which seems incrwlible. 
Tho 


trobo of his gavel meant authority, and 
he houso obeyed it, and no oyea which 
ever looked forth from the speaktr'a 
desk upon a throng animated by tha 
most consuming of tho higher passions 
ever commanded stich obedtonoe by a 
glance as hia. Therofore he gained the 
respect which comes from jiroper fear, 
and aven Demooratd joined with Repub- 
licans in saying, "Thoreiaamanl" It 
was the supsrh exhibition of these quali- 
ties which undoubtedly suggested But 
to the congressmen of hia party, and 
through them to vast numbers of tha 
party throughout the country, that here 
was the man to succeed in the presi- 
dency tne hero of the civil war. 


Blaine himself waa an acknowledged 


candidate before he bad finished bin 
second term, and he used his power as 
speaker unquestionably, KO far as he 
honorably could, so aa to create the 
politics which command a presidential 
nomination. 
Over in the senate there 


were certainly three rivals of hia for that 
nomination, two conspicuous—Air. Mor- 
ton :uid Mr. Conkling—and Mr. Blaine 
played his gamo against thorn and 
played it splendidly. At tha beginning 
of hia third term as speakw ho realized 
Unit if bis grasp was not quite upon the 
presidency his hand could almost touch 
the prize. 


His Moral Courage. 


ItisthereforeraH the morn remarkable 


that Mr. Blaine was capable of exploit-. 
ing as he did in tho highest degree boih 
moral courage and audacity, which 
might seriously imperil his prospects. 
Hia audacity was displayed when he 
was brought face to face with grave 
charges affecting his integrity of charac- 
ter. 
Accusations were publicly made 


that ho had received as a price for his 
influence certain securities from a rail 
way seeking congressional aid. The 
proof of these accusations was said to 
ba in the possession of a certain clerk 
named Mulligan, and m the shape of 
loiters. 
The friend* of Mr. Blaino 


looked very solemn in tiiese days, aud 
he was himself most anxious. 


One morning when thn 1)1 act cloud 


was hanging ovt-r hi?n and liis friends, he 
arose to a question of personal privilege. 
There iiad Iiftn a hint of his intention. 
Tho grrtit galleries were packed. 
Every 


seat upon the floor was taken,and senators 
had come from thnir chamber that they 
might see and hear Blaine in this hour 
of his desperation and peril. For every 
discomfort which this throng suffered 
they were amply repaid. 
Tho scene 


which took place has been almost un- 
equftlcd in parliamentary annals. Blaine 
stood there magnificent in his defiance. 
He held aloft the bundle of incriminat- 
ing letters, of itself a dramatic picture 
and situation worthy of tho greatest 
dramatists, and hn declared, with some 
lenso of humiliation and personal out- 
rage, that he would himself read these 
letters to the house, that its memlwra 
might eee what those accusations wore, 


Blaine was never more superb. 
He 


conquered that house by fery mag- 
nificence of resistance. 
He held him- 


self at bay so that men cheered and 
the galleries rtsonuded to the «*hc with 
the applause of this spectacle. He rea-1 
the letters thn>n.sr!i a-jii then wito <Jra- 


j matte power whiat, if it were acting, 


I was a finer exhibition vf dramatic gifi 


i than the givarest actors have ever 


j shown, he pointed the finger of acorn 
j and accusation at a certain member of 
the house, and accused himof withhold- 
ing H telegram winch would have proved 
his innocence. 


Elaine's enemies always asserted that 


'his waa acting. I'hey did not deny the 
magnificence of the perfbrmausft, bat 
thc-y imspecteil its sincerity,

friends it v.-:i3 a perfect vindication, and 
for himst-lf it was a complate victory, 
the formal charges were from tbat day 


I dropped. It was u p<?rilouti stepto take. 
j Had it failed Blame must inevitably 
have been ruined. 


His moral courage was displayed 


when ut the very last of his exporiem-o 
as speaker he defied the majority in his 
own party ami made a ruling which he 
insisted was just and in accordance with 
his oath as speaker, but which enabled 
the Democratic minority successfully to 
maintain its fight against what'was thou 
called the force bill. 
A weaker mun 


than Blaine would have been ruined by 
ihLs ruliijg, but it coat him no strength 
in his own party and gained for him the 
admiration of many Democrats, so that 
it was long afterward said that of all 
Republicans Mr. Blaine waa the most 
DODular with the Democracy. 


BltUno ID the Senate. 


His political intuitions were illustra- 


ted in another way at this time. 
Ho 


unquestionably suggested the arrange- 
ment by which Senator Morrill of his 
atate was transferred from tho seiiato to 
General Grunt's cabinet, ami Blame was 
appointed to Morrill's soat and after- 
ward elected. 
Ha fslt that his day of 


usefulness in the house was over. 
Ho 


had made his record, and he believed 
that in the comparative quiet of the 
senate chamber he would find somo rest, 
aud would also ba able to carry on tho 
politics which had tho presidential nom- 
ination of 1880 in view. 
His frit-nils 


always felt that his life in tlio seiiiite 
was irksome. 
Ho adapted himself to 


thn traditions of that somewhat lethar- 
gic body, but at the cost of some- per- 
sona! discipline. OF coursa his person- 
ality was felt there, but as H senator no 
added but little if any to his repute. 


While he rlid not enter upon the can- 


vass for the presidential nomination in 
18SO in that dashing and inspiring way 
which characterized 
him previous to 


1876, yet he had.ths nomination in view, 
and knew that ho was the choice of a 
large part of tho political leader* and 
felt that ho was of the masses of hia 


irty. Ho advised, hnt he (lid not dic- 


tate, aud he let his political friends do 
the work of combination to a j;n?at (i^. 
tent. He would unquestionably have 
been nominated had he not been com- 
pelled to face tho enormous popularity 
of General Grant, which was increase;! 
by his trip around the w>rld, and was 
made use of with great nlcill by the pol- 
iticians. 
But though Blame could not 


beat General Grant iu the convention 
himself, he could name the rntm who 
could beat him, and thus Geiujrul Gar- 
Eield became the candidate. 


Garfiiekl cculd make no other choice 


than Blaino for secretary of state, but 
what Elaine's career as secretary aud 
Gariielft's as president would have been 
of course is a matter of surmise. The 
impression has always beou that Elaine's 
personality would have dominated tho 
administration. 
He was, however, 


plodgfld to Garfield to support him for 
renomlnation. 


Bialne In Bmerccnoy. 


Mr. Elaine was with General Garfield 


at the time he was assassinated, and 
from the nervous shook ho then re- 
ceived he never fully recovered. 
lie 


had never been the man physically aftev 
tho] sunstroke of 1876 that he was be- 
fore. 
But 
this fearful 
experience 


HPoittpd to shatter bis nerves more than 
Unit. His hair, which had been iron 
gray, grew white, aa did his beard, and 
liis complexion became o£ that warv hue 
which led many ,to believe that he hod or- 
ganic <3ise.iHe. He was, however, capa- 
Met of audacity and courage, aud it was 
be who proposed to tne mom ours or cue 
cabinet during Garfisld'e illness that the 
cabinet should announce to tho country 
that tho president was suffering from 
Boch disability as tho constitution con- 
templated wh&n it declared' that tho 
vice president should in such cases ex- 
ercise tho datios of the onice. 


Mr. Blaine felt that th*ro ought to be 


no question about tho soundness of this 
view, and it was hia opinion that if 
General Q-arfiold recovered ho would ru- 
Humn the office. 
He was overruled, 


however, by tho cabinet OB a matter of 
public expediency, although it was ad- 
mitted that in ca«e of war or great 
emergency in might hi necessary to take 
Buch a atep.

Blntas In Retirement. 
' 


During ths winter following ttieossas- 


Bination of Gajfiald those who went to 
tiie congressional library used frequently 
to see a man of quiat manner poring 
over old volumes, searching the book 
shelves, wandering about H*B a literary 
recluse, aud when they recognized him 
they were, amazed that ha who had. won 
BO great fame and was tha idol of BO 
many Americans should be content to 
conceal himself in misty alcoves and 
among musty books, 
Mr. Blaine, how- 


ever, was permitting tbe activity of his 
inijid to tako another direction. Ho had 
retired from Arthur's cabinet, but ho 
con Id not bo idle, and he 'decided there- 
fore to take up the literary pen and de- 
scribe political history aa ho had been 
familiar with it. 
He rejoiced in the 


work. 
It was the first leisure of tbe 


library and fcho study which he had per- 
mitted himself since school days. 


When men knew that Blaino was 


writing this history they said "Now lie 
will pay off grudges and now he will 
give us his opiniou of men and events 
in his characteristic manner." Tn about 
two years the first volume was issued, 
and it caused amazement. Elaine tho

warrior was revealed as Blaine the true 
historian. He told his Btory in simph 
literary atyla. with great lucidity and 
with such fairness as could only have 
been erpected of an historian of a fnture 
generation. H« wrote of his personal 
enemies as justly and as kindly aa of hia 
friends, and ho made a contribution to 
political history which in invaluable. 
The sale of the work was enormous, and 
its profits made Mr. Blaino a very 
wftilthy man. 
He said himself that it

He 
knocked, ami Mrs. Grady came- to th* 
door and unlocked it. He waited unti 
she would have lime to get to her room 
before entering, as she was generally in 
negligee. As lie nnpaed Mrs. Grady'3 
bedroom he uotic.d the door was closed 
which was unusual. The door of tin 
room in which the children were waa 
also locked, nnd witness unlocked it. 


When witness heard the ahotn ha 


jumped out of bed. He thought at firs1 
the shooting had taken place in the 
yard. As be cams from his room he saw 
Mrs. Grady, clad only in her nightgown 
ton into the kitchen and out to the woud 
shed. Ha then went to the flitting room 
where he saw his brother with his piato 
raised pointing in the direction of the 
bed room. Looking into the bed room 
witness saw Ratio standing up, with 
only hia underclothes on, and his hands 
held above hie head. 


The witnees asked hia brother not to 


shoot, and A. N. Grady'fl little girl, who 
had brought her father a lamp, also 
pleaded with her father. 
Grady then 


lowered the pistol and, after Ratto had 
been 
dressed, they handcuffed him 


Grady went into the ball with Ratio 
while witness dressed, 
lie bad no 


Eooner finished than 
the 
policemen 


came, and they and Grady left the house 
with Eatto. 


The witness DOW looked for Mrs 


Grady. Ho called her, but she did uo 
answer, BO he went into the yard 
Whan he returned to the house he 
looked into 
the 
bedroom and saw 


Grady'a baby lying on the edge of the 
bad. It wss not there before and he did 
not know where it came from. Aa Mra. 
Grady was atill absent the Witness went 
to sflveral neighbors to ask some ladies 
to stay in the houae with the children. 
Two ladiea volunteered and came back 
with him. 
"Witness again went to the 


bedroom and was met by Mra. Grady, 
who waa standing on the door sill, 
dressed in a wrapper, lie asked her if 
she wanted any women to stay with her 
and she answered she did not.

informed the ladies and they returned 
home. 


The prosecution rested at the conclu- 


sion ot J. H. Grady's testimony and At- 
torney Jacobs made the opening state- 
ment for the defense.

The first step taken waa to advertise 


for plans for a complete system. 
After 


sharp competition among some half a 
dozen engineers and a careful com par i- 
pon of their plans, the present system as 
Ghown on the map was adopted. 


Then cime the woik of construction. 
At the very threshold 
the 
board 


learned tbat such a system could not bo 
constructed for $100,000, the 
money 


voted for the purpose. This was demon- 
strated by competent engineers. The 
next question considered was, how much' 
of the system can be constructed for 
$100,000? 
Basing their action upon estimatee 


duly considered, the board advertised 
for bida for constructing certain specified 
portions of the system. 


Tbe speci*Dd portions were fullv com- 


j pleted. the city hall, C Street and Cen- 
j tral school huildinee were, in addition, 


connected by lateral powers with adja- 
cent matne, and a email balance of the 
eewnr fnml yet remained unexpended. 


Whether or not the 
funds were 


"squandered," I leave to the candid 
judgment of OUT citizens, who know the 
resnltof onr labors. 


Tha result ia, possibly, not satisfactory 


to all the people, but the extent of tha 
work done and iho success which hag at- 
tended its operation thus far are matters 
in which every member of the board of 
18S9 has a pardonable pride. 


Trie Galifornia Sewer Pipe company, 


the fir?t contractors, did not "jnmp the 
job," as etatfdin the Expositor's inter- 
view, but when they failed to comply 
with the terms of tbeir contract tbe true- 
tees annulled it, advertised for row bids, 
and relet the contract to other parties. 


Now in regard to completing the en- 


tire system by voting more bonds, there 
are doubtless reasons for and against 
such action. The people io the unaew- 
ered portions oi the city a*e the ones 
first to be consulted. 
It they desire 


more sewern, they shoold certainlv have 
them npon the Bams terms aa their cen- 
trally located neighbors have been sup- 
plied.

They will demand a jury trial, be- 


cause they know that they would have 
no ch&ncc to escape if tried by the 
conrt. Their defense will bo that the 
game which they were playing was not a 
percentage ga ^.e, and ihat the various 
sums of money taken out of the pot 
were to to pay for cards, drinka, cigiro 
and lights. 


This eort oi defence will not be very 


likely to prevail with an intelligent jury. 
The same plea could be urged in detunes 
of faro, stud poker and dice games, all of 
which fire contrary to law. If only tbe 
refreshments, etc. were paid forontof 
tbe pot there would be no gambling 
C&nios in Fresno, and the owners of the 
games would not be able to wear coo 
blothes and diamonds. 


Tte public will watch these cases with 


much interest und the manner ia which 
they will ba prosecuted. Several years 
ago some gamblers were arrested hero 
for playing stud poker, and the jury ac- 
quitted them on the dsftniSB that stud 
poker was not a percentage game or any 
other kind of a game pronibited by Uw. 
The verdict met with general condem- 
nation while the gamblers laughed in 
their Eleevea BO neartily that the extra 
acea concealed there fell under the table.

able zeal manifeated by the district at- 
torney in au effort to enforce tbe law 
against gambling in onr ciyt, deserves 
tho earnest and hearty approval of every 
honest and 
lawabiding citizen, aud 


should (-specially bo appreciated by every 
head of & family who has the love of 
his family at heart. 


In th« past gambling of a!moat every 


de&ciiption has been carried on openly 
and with little restraint, in plain viola- 
tion ot law. For years thi= lawbreafc 
ing, with all ite attendant evils, haa been 
permitted to exist, for what reason de- 
ponent sayeth not, and to fasten itseli 
upon our community like the grip of a 
Mexican to the hack of a burking burro; 
a menace and an enemy to honest gov- 
ernment and good society; a breeder of 
crime and a corrupter of morals. 


The time has arrived when open and 


flagrant violation of (he law will no 
longer be tolerated. The cambler and 
the pimp will pleaeo take notice that 
not only the distiict attorney, but the 
people are in earnest, uud either change 
his vocation or move on ro other and 
more propitious pasture.

iiust and will be stopped and ssloona of 
the low diva onler brought uader bstUr 
control. Tbe balance will regulate itself. 


To convincs the average mind of t!io 


justness and good policy of the action of 
thedietrict attorney in this matter, it is 
only necessary to refer, in a brief manner 
tn the conditions STrronndinc the gam- 
bling table and tbe results arising from 
the earns. 'I her a ia no use buinc mealy- 
mouthed about, this matter. Personally 
the gambler is entitled to all the courte- 
sies and privileges bis deportment ^ar- 
rante; professionally he 13 entitled to 
none. 


Tn the first place the gambler is a non 


producer. His ercalnmputa are drawn 
for the most part directly or indirectly 
from honest labor at the expense gen- 
erally of neglected Domes, defrauded 
creditors and starving families. To this 
extent he is a robber of the poor; worse 
many times than Evana and Sontag. 
Workingmen who toil on our vineyards 
aud ranches and wbo have been so unfor- 
tunate as to have acquired the drinking 
and gambling habits are the main depend- 
ence of thR gamblers of Fresno. Were 
it not for this class the Fresno gambler 
could not exist for a day. They are en- 
ticed into these vile dens of iniquity and 
by experts virtually robbed of "their 
earnings. Even tue beardless boy is 
permitte'd to enter many o' these gam- 
bling dens and engage in this seductive 
yastime of revelry and ruin. 


These soft-handed gentry porano their 


avocRtion by night and on Sundays, as 
generally the most remunerative periods 
u{ their existence, ami stand ou street 
corners in daytime and assist in t"e 
manipulation of the wirps in city poli- 
tics snrt the obstruction of the officers in 
the performance of their duties. They 
are usually the best droEaad and the 
most observed of all observers, a nnic- 
ance at the expense of the honest toiler 
of the community hi which they live. 
Their vocation, in conjunction with ths 
saloon r;f the low dive ordtr, is directly 
reapinsibls for tbe disgrace and ruin of 
many of the ycaug of both rexes right 
here moor own community, and there 
are many others on tho road in the same 
direction. 


Tr'ere is no use in pursuing this sub- 


ject further. Tbat ths great body cf the 
peoplb indorse the district attorney's 
coureGjthere can be no manner of donbt, 
but & mere indorsement ia not sufficient. 
Active, energetic aid aud assistance 
from every honest man and woman, 
every society or organization which-bus 
for its object the improvement of man's 
condition mora'ly, mentally or physi- 
cally, should bftestended. ProsecutionR 
may be instituted ai)d vigorously pushed 
on the part of the district attorney, yet 
will accomplish no good results uni 
the other officers snd tho juries do their 
duty and insist on tbe strict enforcement 
of the law.

IRRIGATION 
CONGRESS. 


LOS ANGELES SELECTED AS THE 


MEKTIiNG PLACE. 


How tho OnG-Lnng-evs Stole a March 


oa Fresuo—What Should be 


Done. 


It appears that the Fresno county 


board of trade and others interested wero 
a little too alow about getting the na- 
tional irrigation congress to meet in 
Fresno this year. 


The wily one-luogsd Los AnEoloDes 


went ro the fountain head, the national 
executive committee, and did the work, 
while the Freanoans, with a reckless dis- 
regard cf practical politics, held masa 
meetings and sent two handsome gentle- 
men to the novernor with the modest re- 
quest that ho should set aside his own 
county and appoint Fresno county as 
the place for the holding of the congress. 


It now appears, if advices from Salt 


Lake be true, th»t it was not in tho 
power of the governor to fix either tiros 
or place of the meeting, as may be seen 
from tbe following dispatch: 


RAT.T LAKE, .January 26. -Los Anzeleg 


was selected as the place of meeting of 
the next irrigation congress, at the 
meeting of the national ^xecotive com- 
mittee held here today. It wan decided 
to hold an irrigation congress during the 
World's Fair year, and it is hoped with 
the aid of Influential persons at Wash- 
ington to make it an international con- 
gress. 


The national committee have been 


mielerl in their choice of a meeting 
place. The irrigation of Los Angeles 
county is necessarily restricted, and the 
delegates to tbe congress will not have 
an opportunity of eraraininB into the ex- 
tensive system of Fresno connty, the 
largest aud 
most practicable ia the 


United States. 


The Fresno hoard of trade and others 


interested in irrigation should at once 
place themselves iu communication with 
tbe national committee, aud endeavor 
to have the delegates to the congress 
visit Fresno connty for a few days before 
or after ths convention. 


GRAPE S^RUP. 


How It May be Prepared, for Table 


Use. 


The great amount of sugar contained 


in grapes, the amount being from one- 
fifth to one-fourth of the expressed juice, 
has suggested the idea of making a grape 
sirup for table use. The plan of con- 
densing must be by the evaporation of 
the water, and then transporting it to 
mar&et in any portion of the world, wheie 
the water could ba added again and fer- 
mentation and wine making go on at all 
seasons of the year, and at any place, is 
comparatively new, and one or two es- 
tablishments have been operated in Oli- 
forni i for that purpose. To do this the 
evaporation is conducted in vacnom pans 
at a heat little exceeding tbat of onr 
summer sun. That condensed or con- 
centrated must i'aa not met with more 
favor and a greater demand has scorned 
alittle wonderful. 


Grapa &yrup for tttble use pan be pre- 


pared in any family, and IB truly deli- 
cious. If grape- juice is simply concen- 
trated by boiling a beautiful flyrnp is tbe 
result, of which many people are very 
fond, but to which some object as con- 
taining too much acid which, of course, 
is con- eutrated in the same way as the 
BO Liar ip, and it sometimes acts too much 
in the way of a mild cathartic for con- 
stant use. 
To remove thu acid, or a 


portion of it, wonld be desirable in many 
ways, ai>d tho resulting ayrup would be 
more like that from cane, beets or maple. 


The- State Viticnltural commission has 


undertaken some experiments in this di- 
rection which have not yet bflpn made 
public. Our owu ideas on the matter 
were to neutralize the acid by means of 
lime, and by nping carbonate of lime 
cone would go into solution beyond the 
amount necessary to neutralize the acid. 
Thia carbonate of line might be In the 
form of pulverized chalk or finelr pow- 
dered marble dust. 
Tho neutralizad 


craps juica could be filtered clear and 
then concentrated by boiling. By tha 
use of a vacuum apparalns or simply by 
elcam the danger of bnrcing cau be pre- 
vented, and the ayrnpcan ba redoced 
down to a thickness which will enable 
it to be kept the same as cane sugar 
syrap. 
The lime and acid compound would 


not be a waste- product, but bv adding 
the proper amount of sulphuric acid the 
Urtnric acid conld be set free and payed. 


We have stated this plan to Professor 


Cichi, the chemist of Stata Clara col- 
lege, who concurs in this treatment. 
There may be some special wrinkles of 
manufacture to be observed, bat the gen- 
eral p'.an mast be in the main correct, 
and not eo intricate but that it may be 
carried on in an experimental w*y in 
the household,—Tree and Vine.

The case cf the people against W. F. 


15itirJ and John Brown, iudicted fur 
lor^ry, uaa cahed for trial baiort? Judge 
Holmes yesterday morning. The de- 
fendants having demanded a separate 
trial, tbe district attorney elected to try 
Brown first. District Attorney Firman 
Church and his assistants, Mark Waleer 
and Alva E. Snow, appeared for tho poo- 
pie. Attorneys Reel B. Terry, A. C. 
Williams and L. L. Cory represented the 
defendant. 


Brown, it will be remembered, was 


fommly cashier of the Madera bnnk and 
he is alleged to have been concerned 
with Baird in a number of forgeries and 
financial operations that brought the 
bank to the verge of rnin. The grand 
jury of 1801. after investigating the 
transactions ol Baird and Brown, found 
seven indictments against them, the 
charge in each being forgery. 
Baird 


has already been tried on two of the in- 
diet men te. Ho was found trnilty and 
sentenced to state's prison, but is now 
at liberty under bonds, pending en ap- 
peal. 


Indictment No. 763, on which Brown 
is being tried, alleges that he and Baird 
feloniously, fraudulently 
and falsely 


forgad a promissory note, purporting to 
be made by one Jnan ftlachado in favor 
of Antone Jacobs for the sum of $10,- 
000, and that this note WHS passed and 
uttered to the Pacific bank of San Fran- 
cisco with the intention of defrauding 
that concern. 


The work of impaneling Hie jury occu- 


? 


ied the Jaw&rs until about 3.30 o'clock, 
he following persons were chosen to 
try the case: Ueorge A. Wilson, H. J. 
Walker, H. HfiZBlton. Louis Wahl, W. 
P. Henry, John Nelson, Thomas Hum- 
mel, J. C. Wright, Alhort Yearfiin, A. C. 
0. Williams, J. W. Zsdiker and I. A. 
Walton. . 


Assistant District Attorney Walser 


made the opening statement for the 
People. It was a brief one. lie stated 
that he would prove that the aliened 
signer of the note was not in America 
when the note was purported to have 
been made, nor had he been tor some 
time previous 
thereto; that Jacobs 


never received the note and tbat Ma- 
chado owed him no money; that there 
were other forged promissory notes made 
about tbe same time as tbe one in ques- 
tion ; al?o that the bank of Madera had 
been founded on fraud, it having been 
Started without any capital. 


Return Roberts was the first witness 


for the people. He was iiu-rsly pnt on 
the stand to testify to tl.-j existence f.f 
the bank when the note was made. 
Witno B stated that ho was then presi- 
dent of the bank. John Brown was 
cashier aud Baird assistant cashier. At- 
torney Walser E6ked tbn witness what 
tho amount of cash iu lnul i~aa when 
the bank was organized, ft was tha 
questioner's intention to show thec the 
bank had began business with virtually 
no capital. Attorney Terry objected to 
the questios, however, and the objection 
was Huutained by (he couit, 


Antono Jacobs Wfl9 nest called to the 


st<ind. 
Tbo prosecution expected to 


prove by him that Mactmdo owed him 
nothing and that he had naver received 
the noto. The defense here announced 
that they admitted the note was forged, 
bnt that LJrown had nothing to do with 
it. Brown bad little to do with the con* 
duct of the bank's business, his (time be- 
ing occupied with other matters; Baird 
had tbe entire manneemnnt of the hank. 


D. M. Tomblin, of the Pacific bank at 


San Francisco, testified that the note in 
question and ofher notes were given tho 
Pacific bank aa security. They were in- 
dorsed by the defendant, Brown, in bis 
prESonco. BroTvn indorsed them wita- 
pnt firat examining thn notes. 


Tho last witness oi the day, J. K. New- 


man, at present cashier of the Madera 
bank and a clerk tmdor Baird, testified 
tbat the hooka of the bank showed no 
entry of said notes as assets, nor did the 
cash ledger show any disbursements on 
account of them. The conrt then ad- 
jtiarned until thie morning. It ia likely 
that the case will be concluded today.

Next Wednesday. 


CAUSES OP 
THE LOW PBICES 


An Exhaustive Report Prepared By 


the Executive Committee for 


Discussion. 


The California State Raisin Growers' 


association will hold a maeting at 2 
o'clock next Wednesday afternoon ia 
Yonne Men's Christian association hall. 


The following report o! the executive 


committee will ha preeented, and it ia 
therefore desirable that there ehonld ba 
a foil attendance in order that a full and 
intelligent dibcuseion of the matters 
therein embraced may be had : 


Your executive committee in submit- 


ting this, their report, would call atten- 
tion to their previous reports, which 
deal folly with the work of tha associa- 
tion and the efforts made to sustain 
prices prior to tha firet day of last No- 
vember. 


They have no;/ to report the.t the 


raisin crop for the year 1802 amounted to 
about 21COcarlo&ila,or42,000,OOOpoandfl. 
Of thia, about JOOO carloads were sold 
and'for warded east prior to November Ifct, 
at pricee which the packers assured the 
association wonld hrinfi tho grower for 
the greater portion 4,!.. cents per pouud. 


In November several hundred carloads 


of the rumaiuder were. consigned to cant- 
ern brokers, who in tunny uf«gea loaned 
money thereon, tmd were eold at prices 
that would bring the grower about 1 
cent per pound. 


Since the firet day o! January compe- 


tition appears to Imvo ceased, and the 
raisin market is elowly regaining its nor- 
mal condition. Sftveral aalta havo bson 
made at advanced prices, and at the 
tiroo of writing this report raisina are, in 
earne center*, eeUinc atoO percent above 
the pricea current during tbo month of 
Noventbsjr. 


Your cammitteo would attribute this 


deplorable result to tho infttno couipeti- 
tion which exists between rival co-oper- 
ative raisin packing companies, and rival 
commission packers of the state, and to 
the practice which has heretofore pre- 
vailed of throwing the great bulk of tho 
raiein crop oi tbe state upnn the eastern 
market at one time, without regard to 
the coneumptivo demand; to the fraud- 
ulent Hurt di9li<Mir,?t branding of raieina; 
to tbe abaeuco ot sufficient capital iu the 
business, and to thu practice indulged in 
by many of tho co-operaiive packers of 
consigning raisins to eastern brokere snd 
drawing upon such brokers for one-half 
the estimated valud of the raisins, and 
requiring the broker to iulvciuco the 
freight; and to tho salo of the B raising, 
in many cuseattipon an already over- 
crowded 
market, 
immedistaly upon 


their arrival, at considerably less than 
thair value; to tho creat jealousy which 
exists between rival packers, and also 
between rival brokers; to the absence of 
any BVBteins of uniform marketing; to 
tho eolft by needy growers to packora 
who trade upon tho nficossity of the 
grower and purchase his raieins at prices 
varying from lj« to 2J.< cents per pound, 
little more ttian one-half the coat of pro- 
duction. 
In the month of July wa cau?ed in- 


quiries to he made ia the eastern market 
as to tbe prico ut which, raieius were 
being sold for delivery in tho mouths of 
September and Octa'jsr, find we found 
that several oi thu largest co-operative 
packing companies, ftud many commia- 
eion pftiiiiers, iiAd contracted to sell ttie 
raieins which they 
anticipated 
the 


grower would intrust to them, ot prices 
that would net tUa «rower leas than 3>j> 
cents per pound. We interviewed sev- 
eral of these packers and brokers, and 
with "the aesisiauce of the grower, who 
in many instances refused to supply the 
raisina on his contract, to be thug 
slaughtered, wo were enabled to obtain 
frouTtbs commiaaion packer a promise 
that these orders irt these PricBS should 
not bo con fir mod. Our influence with 
th« co-operative packing companies was 
less potent for good, and wo believe that 
many co-operative houses delivered a 
large portion of their early pack at ruin- 
ously low prices. 


To repeat, we eay that one o{ the prin- 


cipal reasons of the disastrous condition 
•f the raisin market is the iueane com- 
petition which hrs thiii year, as in years 
paat, taken place between tho packers 
who pack on commission, and the co- 
operative packing companies, which is 
stimulated by the rival brokers who han- 
dle their raisine. This competition hna 
lor its object the early Bale of raisins, 
with very little regard to -the prices tbey 
bring. To accomplish this end, a riv- 
alry has sprung up betwpe.n brokers and 
packers alike, who aacrifico raieioo be- 
longing to tho grower to an ex taut that 
threatens tha very life of the industry. 
The practice of tho trade has been to 
take orders in tbe eastern market, in the 
months of July and August, for delivery 
in the months of September and Octo- 
ber, and in (his m,;nner this year a 
large portion of the crop was marketed. 
With the remainder the co-operative 
packer is in tha habit, for tho most part, 
of consigning that which he bandies to 
brokers in tbe 
east and borrowing 


money thereon; the broker also ad- 
vances the freight, takes the raisins as 
security, and cells tbem in many in- 
stances without any leuard to the re- 
quirements of the particular market tc 
•which they are sent. 


Thus it happens that in Rome centers 


there have been forced at one time on an 
already overstocked market aa mai.y BH 
fifty carlcn.4a of raifiina, which are HOC 
immediately upon their arrival. Thn 
purchaser of tbesa ruiaiiis gets them far 
below their value, holds them until the 
consumption crnatBR a demand, one 
then Bella them at a very large profit. 


Another cause which has assisted to 


bring about the present result ia that 
early in the Benson, nearly nil thosi 
packers wbo heretofore had purchaaat 
largely from the grower direct, signed 
an undertaking pledpintt themselves^ to 
refrain from purchasing raisins dnrin| 


growers to intruat tho pickers w;th thai 
raising to pack and sell on commiEsion 
Kearly one-half of the pacfc of the state 
was this Boaaon marketed this way; thi 
prices chargfld bv tbe packer formed a 
lame part of his" profit- The other ele 
ment consisted of a commismon of n pe 
cent, to which must be added a broker 
age of 2)4 per cant. 


Another featare is that those pfiekeri 


who purchased raisina of the grower, ant 
they were only about four in nnmber 
entered into a contract with bin) tha 
he should deliver to them, the packers 
BO much of his crop si was cured prior t( 
October 15th. 
By this arrangement th

Th 
raisins EO sold were purchased by thoe 
wbo refuted to have anything to do wit 
the agreement to sustain prices, am 
were then placed npc»n the market am 
resold at prices far below that whicn tb 
association packers were offering au 
this had the effect of breaking the ma 


Another difficulty which has beset th 


raisin industry in thia etate during th 
past four years ia that there ia not euf 
cient capital in the business to enab 
the packer to hold raisins in this eta 
nntil the consumption east jaa tinea the 
shipment. The grower requires fro 


he p&ckw an adwno» of 60 per cent on 
he eatimtted value ol tb* ruimi, to I* 
paid to him when he delivers them at 
he pKking hou», and he also replies 
heremaindertobeptid to him within 
ninety days of each delivery. Many of 
he packers engaged in the busint*B have 
not the MpiUi to bold the i a! tins and 
hey in turn borrow 50 per cent of their 
value Irom their brokers, who »lw> ad- 
vance the freight, taking the raisins AS 
security. This virtually placed tbe con- 
trol of the raisins in the hands of the 
broker. 
Theeo were then consigned 


east, without regard tn themarket there, 
and were cold for the moat part to ?peco- 
atora for what in many instances would 
only bring the grower !rom 2 cents i o 2l£ 
cents per pound, sometimes much leea.

who, haviflK given their pledge to ob- 
serve & .schedule price, have SOURM in 
every way to avoid "their obligations and 
,0 nain A fraudulent advantage over 
hose packers who i"ffere honorably BUS- 
aining prices. 
It should be borne in mind that am her 


the co-operative packer nor tbe commis- 
sion packer have a direct interest m the 
prices at which raisins aru marketed, 
leuce your committee, with the BBBIB.- 
ance of the trade, Having established a 
noiform price, aeseuttd to by nearly all 
:he pickers and most of the yrowera for 
a 
first quality London layer raisin, 


and a uniform j-rice for a second quality 
London layer raisin, some of the co-oper- 
ative boneea in order to secure a speedy 
aa e and thus get a dishonest advantage

nsumption creates a demand, or in the 
ma manner as wheat and cotton ia 


leld, and feet as heretofore be thrown 
ipon the market at one time, arid that 
lefore consumption has begun. 


In the present year th« wholesale 
rade loaded up with about 1000 carloads, 
or which they paid, for tbe greater por- 
ion, combination prices which were cal- 
nlftted to net tbe grower 4>S cents per 
>ound iu tin sweat bos. In November, 
nd before theao raisins had been resold 
>y the wholesale trade, several hundred 


rloads were sbippsd east to an over- 
ockcd market, and were Hold for jnst 
hat they would bring, the purchasers 


some instances boiuc epoculatois. 


le effect of this was that the wholesale 
rfldera who had purcbased in September 
nd October, at CDmtiinatiou prices, and 
md, the raisins nnsold in tbeir ware- 


msee, were enabled to buy in Novem- 
jer, tbo i?amB quality raisin, at little 
ore than half the price they hud paid 
or those they still bad ia their pos^ed- 
on. 
This has had tbe effect of deHtroying 
onfidencc, weskeniun the market and 
niierinp it difficult to do business in 
he future. Many merchants east, with 
rhom your committee his communi- 
ated, eay they prefer to handle foreign 
aiains to California raisins. They ad- 
it tbe better grades of California rai- 
ns are lower ia price and EUpoiior in 
uality to the Spanish, but the Spaniard 
xerciaea common eenae io the handling 


.hia gooda, which maintain a firm, 


revailiop price throughout the eeaapn, 
ms creattLg confidence and protecting 
16 wholesale purchaser from loss. 
Many eastern merchants have saf- 


ered so seriously froai tho decline in the 
rice of raisins after they bad purchased, 
iat they have declined to handle Cali- 
ornia raiaics, except they can purchase 
tern at epccnlntive pricea. 
Messrs. Matthew Dean & Co. ot New 
brk are perhaps the largest handlers ol 
fitHins in that etate. They write under 
ate o£ December 7th: "The raisin 
market still continues to decline withoul 
ny roaeon for it, except tbe silly and 
hort-sighted management of tbe Cali- 
ornians themselves; but BO locgas they 
re the loaers, and we not, it IB their fu- 
eral and we ouirht nqt to complain. We 
avft honght HO far this Eoason aiity car- 
oads and sold moat of them at a profit, 
nd are prepared to buy more when of- 
ered at still lower prices, as we eipect 
ley will he, because there seems to ba 
o limit to the decline. California own- 
rs, or their Brents, 9?em to think thors 


i no roal value to Califorcia wains, ant 
inir willingnepa to accept almost aoy 
rice that is offered them baa also edu- 


cated all the buyers throughout thia 
country to think "the same; BOSS long 
as they continue tbe same methods o 
ehippiun all over the country, giving 
igonts di'cretiou to sell regardless of 
mitq, just BO long their goods will be 
laaghtered. Rpaniah raisins hold firm 
and eell ve»v well at about 40 per cen 
more than California raisina, though the 
utter are better gooda. This ie owin« to 
ne better management of the Span 
arda." 


In another letter addressed to tbe as 


RociatioD, and bearing date 
January 


20th, we extract the following: 


"We would cay that we think th 


method thus far pursued by the Califor 
nians in selling and distribution the! 
raiains is moM rninons to themselves, a 
well aa unaatiafactory to tho?a who bay 
and distribute them in tbeeaat. Califor 
nia raisins are superior to Valenciaa in 


uality, and fltill the latter rale in price 
'he California people place their raisin 
in the hands of the commission mer- 
chants to dispose of, uainR their own dis 
rret'ion, hence tbcro is no one to auppor 
the market and it muat always go down 
nnder these circumstnnreg, until it get 
no low, as in the present case, som 
patties who regard it like buying good 
.t a sheriff's Bale at fitly cnnts on th< 
dollar, take hold and bnv to keep ant 
he interior coneismments have been ex 
laoated, when thrry advance their pric 
and reap the benefit.

[ ciroumetanppp, it should 'bo remem- 
lored that every pound of raieins aeliv- 
rcd at the packing bonse, costs His 
armer 2% cents a poand to produce. 
The time ha3 arrived when the grow- 
ra should take the marketing of raisins 
nto their own hands. 
Prior to tbo year 1889, nearly the 


whole of the raiain crop of the state waa 
marketed by the merchant packer, who 
mrcbased outright from the grower, al 
trices varying from 5 cents to 1>M cents 


pound. The raisin trade was then 
ntirely m the hands of the merchanl 
lacker, the co-operative packer had not 
'et sprung into existence, consequently 
he raisins were then marketed intelli- 
eutly by those who ownad them and 
aw in them an element of profit. 
In 1889 and subsequent years, a large 
ortion of the trade fell into the hands 
f co-operative packing houses, who 
commenced a strong competition with 
he merchant packer. This competition 
as become so fierce that the merchant 
acker is todar practically driven from 
ho field—instead of twenty-sir mer- 
hant packers purchasing raisins oi the 
rower, we hsvo only four or five, vrho 
his year purchased, and they, for tho 
moat part, at rninouslv low prices. 


Whil« co-operation, under the proper 


management, is the true principle o: 
mninesa, we dpsire tn impress upon the 
seociation the loss which ibe grower has 
sustained by the incompetent manage- 
ment of co-oparative societies. In man] 
cases the directors are chosen for their 
Facial qualities, -and iiotfor their busi- 
ness ability, and during tbe past season 
more injury has been done to tbo raiaii 
market by the obstinate manner in 
which co-operative director?, notwith- 
standing that they were members of tha 
association, insisted on mana^ine thoi 
own business in their own way, and rp 
fused or neglected to maintain prices 
thus rendering it impossible for the: 
competitors who were working with th 
a?pociation to retrain from meeting thei 
competition. 


The testimony of many packers ant 


brokers who have supported the asso 
ciation in its endeavor to stop compet 
tion and to sustain pricea is that IBS 
year's competitive, market as a basis 
raisins sold this seaaon prior to Novem-

Senator Gonebtr and Assemblyman 


Mordtcat Dee'are Themselves iu 


Favor of Division. 


When W. D. Grady entered Kutner 


hall last night about 7.30 o'clock he 
found Miiea Wallace just being elected to 
tbe chairmanship, and W. C. Maze o! 
Madera in the secretary's chair. 


One hundred and thirty Maderana 


came down to lake part in the meeting. 
They were headed by E. 11. COT, Return 
Roberts, John Griffin aud H. C. Daalton 
and they took the front seatu with deter- 
mination briatlinR from all points of 
them. 


It was a noisy meeting, noisy enough 


to have called opt a paid fire department 
and to have disturbed the peace of ft 
w lole county. 


Chairman Wallace announced that the 


meeting had been called attbe request ot 
Senator Goucher and 
AesemDlymen 


Mcrdecai and Jacobean, to hear a 
dieuufleion on the merits of the Fresno 
county division bill and to obtain the 
wis ICE of the citizens in relation thereto. 


Mr. Grady took issue with the chair- 


man on this point and Eaid that inas- 
much as tha chairman did not under- 
stand tho call of the meeting he moved 
that all those opposed to county division 
should adjourn to Armory hall and hold 
amebting there, bui co DEC accepted 
tbe invitation. 


Judge Oalhonn of UildrelU was the 


first speaker. He said that the people 
north oi the river were willing to or^an- 
Ed a cnunty of their own ar.d tbey 
should bs allowed to do it at tbeir own 
expense. They did not want the people 
aouth of the river to pay a cent. TUB 
commercial interests oi b'reano ci y 
would not be affected at all by the 
change.

added, "to support and clothe ber, and 
to pnyall her oxuenESB, and 1 cannot nn- 
derstand why the ptoplo south of the 
river should object. We don't ask you 
Dooplo to pay a dollar.

county WB will compel von to pay what 
we have paid you. We have a right to 
separate. I have asaiatod in the organi- 
zation of several counties in thia vti.ley, 
and wo compelled Kern county to pay 
Tolaro county ita proportion of what it 
bad paid.

selves. We don't injure any one. Wo 
are willing to pay our oflicwrs. 1 am not 
an officer, arid will not be one. We ask 
you simply to let us go."

stood that the meuting had been called 
for the purpose of discussing the county 
division question, aud bo moved that 
Assemblymen Mordecai aud Jacobeen 
uud Senator Goncher bo requested to 
taka seats on the platform to litten to 
tbo deliberations of thia meeting.
